‘FIND SEED OF REVOLUTION 
IN THE RIOTS IN ITALY. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 


OME, June 15.—The press gener- 

ally reviewing the risings which 

have occurred throughout Italy, 
concludes that these were not due 
merely to excitement of the moment, 
but constituted @ planned political rev- 
olution which succeeded for forty- 
eight hours in a somewhat grotesque 
manner, but was sufficiently grave to 
cause not only very considerable ma- 
terial damage, but enormous moral 
injury and resulted in overthrowing 
the authority of the estate. 

The Giornale d'Italia concludes an 
editorial on this subject by condemn- 
ing the system tacitly accepted where- 
by the different workmen's unions, 
leagues, confederations, syndicates 
and labor exchanges have usurped the 


legislative power and urging the neces- 
sity of restoring the principle of state 
sovereignty. The political leaders, the 


‘paper declares, should strive to have 


proper respect paid to the law instead 
of seeking for artificial personal popu- 


ty. 

Those responsible for the revolu-

IN BUMPASS HELL. 

“Bumpass Hell is a hollow of about 
five acres in extent, near the timber 
line, about 9000 feet above sea level. 
There are no green things in the val- 
ley, but only great heaps and slopes 
of disintegrating rock of grayish and 
blueish tints, with thousands of sput- 
tering vents and bilowholes, from 
which steam and hot water escape. 
Some of the holes are no larger than 
pinheada, and others are great boiling 
caldrons. 

“One peculiar spring interested me 
especially. <A t mass of stone 
projected from the genera! level as if 
some elemental brute was just emerg- 
ing from the ground. There was a 
hole as large as a barrel where the 
throat ought to be. Strange sounds 
came up from his gullet, as if he was 
choking. Looking down the throat I 
saw a tubfull of stiff blue mud, which 
Was agitated by the forces beneath. 
About once 4 minute the mud was 
lifted almost to the point of overflow- 
ing and then fell back with a despair- 
ing kroan. 

“All the colors of the rainbow are 
presented in the water, and the soft 
paintlike mud which flow from the 
different springs. All of the phe- 
nomena seem to be chemical and not 
volcanic. The action there is similar 
to the results when water is poured 
on lime. The sulphurous, igneous 
recks about Mt. slack down 
into mud or powder and give birth 
to clouds of steam, hot spri and 
sputterings very much as 
lumps of lime in the plasterer’s tank.” 


EXPECT DECISION TODAY. 


Supreme Court to Determine If a 
Halfbreed Indian Is an Indian With- 
in Meaning of Law. 

A decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court, expected today, to the 
effect that the offspring of an Indian 
woman and a white man are Indians, 
within the meaning of the law, is ex- 
pected to settle the status of the case 
against G. H. Bublitz, a wine dealer 
of San Bernardino, convicted of sell- 
ing liquor to Augustine Benegas, an 
Indian, in the United States District 
Court. He was given a new trial be- 
cause Judge Wellborn did not permit 
the question to go to the jury whether 
Benegas was an Indian and a ward 
of the nation, his father being a white 


man. 

The nationality of such children 
has been the subject of contention 
in a number of courts, but the dictum 
of the Supreme Court will determine 
that issue. Assistant District Attorney 
Stone stated in court yesterday that 
a copy of the decision had been sent 
him by the Attorney-General, and 
he hoped to have it before the case 
is set for another hearing. — 

With that decision the only ques- 
tien at issue will be whether Bublitz 
committed the overt act of the sale, 
and the jury at the first hearing 
found against hirn on that point.

GUARD FORESTS 
FROM A TOWER. 


|Man in High Crow’s Nest to 


W atch for Fires. 


Steel “Windmill” - Structures 
on Mountain Tops, - 


First One to Be Started Now 
on Sunset Peak, 


A tower, reaching 100 feet in the 
air, and the first to be erected with- 
in the Angeles National Forest, will 
soon be reared on Sunset Peak, part 
of the dividing line between San An- 
tonio and San Dimas canyons. This 
is due te the efforts of the San An- 
tonio Fruit Exchange of Pomona, 
who have sent Forest Supervisor 
Chariton a check for $1200 to pay 
for the structure. Work on it will 
begin within thirty days. 

A man will be kept constantly on 
the top of the tower watching for 
forest fires during the fire season, be- 
ginning in July. In addition, a tele- 


the phone line eight miles long will be 


constructed to connect the station 
with the outside world, running 
—e two ranger stations to Up- 


Wooden towers have been tried, 
but they are costly and deteriorate 
rapidly. During the season of 1913 
& special type of steel wind-mill 
tower was adopted as the standard 
lookout tower, and this will be put 
up on Sunset Peak. The platform on 
top of the tower is enclosed to pro- 
tect the look-out from the sun and 
| wind, and it will be large enough to 
provide room for his bed and work- 
ing equipment. The rigidity of the 
tower permits the use of fire-locat- 
ing instruments, thus enabling the 
look-out to report fires to forest 
rangers more promptly and more ac- 
curately. 

It is proposed to carry water and 
provisions to the look-out during the 
entire forest fire season, so that he 
will not be compelled to leave his 
serie at any time, his watch extend- 
ing from sun-up to sun-down every 
day. He will be provided with an 
high-power telescope, making it easy 
for him at the high altitude to not 
only locate a fire, but keep the rang- 
ers and officials posted as to what di- 
rection the wind is blowing, how the 
fire is progressing, how to get In to 
it, and furnish other information 
that it is impossible to secure now, 
except at the sacrifice of a great 
deal of time. In case of a bad forest 
fire this is a great handicap, when 
every minute is important. 

It is not intended that this tower- 
service shall in any way take the 
place of the patrolmen whose duty it 
is to traverse the big woods and re- 
port fires, but rather to supplement 
this service. Supervisor Chariton 
will inaugurate an efficiency test 
showing the success of the patrol 
and the tower man in locating fires, 
together with the furnishing of other 
information that is valuable in such 
a crisis. 

_ It is expected that, when the tower 
is completed it will be possible for 
the man in the crow’s nest to accu- 
rately locate a fire within fifty miles. 

The San Antonio Fruit Pxchange 
is interested in the preservation of 
the forests and the water-shed in 
that part of the country. The con- 
tribution of the company will not he 
enough to pay the entire cose of the 
tower and the deficit will be met by 
the forest service. It will be in op- 
eration by about August 1.

Reach shall pay to the relatives of 
‘those who lost their lives in the 
disaster the sum, approximately, of 
$3,750,000, a sum said to be greater 
than any city of similar size has ever 
been able to raise to meet a like 
emergency. 

In Judge McCormick's courtroom, 
when the trial opened yesterday, the 
magnitude of the issue at stake was 
evident. Only a few spectators were 
there, but they strained forward in 
their seats to permit no ipterchange 
between the attorneys or the court 
to escape them, for they are office- 
holders in Long Beach.

As the result of a quarrel over the 
payment for drinks, Roy Wlison, a 
waiter, 29 years old, was stabbed in 
the left breast by an unknown bar- 
room hanger-on, in the rear of the 
Laurel Palace saloon, No. 215 West 
First street, early last night.

They were Ben F. Dupey, City En- 
gineer of Long Beach, who admitted 
that he could find no plans and spe-i- 
fications in his office providing for the 
construction of the approach to the 
plier, where the two old girders were 
located. J. G. Teeple, member of the 
Board of Public Works of Long 
Beach was called to make similar ad- 
mission. They were subpoenaed by 
the plaintiff to show that no plans 
had ever been made for the construc- 
tion of that approach which col- 
lapsed, where the old girders gave 
way. 
J. A. W. Hamilton, No. 1317 West 
Jefferson street, a neighbor of the 
dead woman, told of the incidents of 
her death, as he was close beside her 
when the platform collapsed. 

As soon as the witnesses are ex- 
amined,’ the court and jury will go 
to Long Beach to examine personally 
the girders that were responsible for 
the accident, the one scarred with 
the bullet and the other branded with 
the hob-nailed heel.

‘In China a soldier bandit known 4s 


“White Wolf” is the most conspicuous of 


the rebels. He has successfully defeated 
every army sent against him by President 


Yuan Ski Kail. “White Wolf” is even more 


formidable in his operations, though not so 
menacing to the country’s capital, than 


Zapata or Villa in Mexico. During the past 


year he has plundered a score of fortified 


cities and innumerable villages that 
chanced to He in the path of his march. 
His identity is suspected, but unknown. It 
is thought that he served with the revolu- 
tionists against the Manchus, and finding 
that peace would end the profits of war, 
began hostilities of his own, and it is 


known that he has gathered to his banner 


the most lawless and ferocious men in the 
new republic. His depredations are pro- 
claimed as indescribable, and comparable 
only to the ravages of the Huns who de 
scended upon the Roman empire. Upon 
forcing entrance into a city the soldiers are 
allowed the utmost license, murdering, 
plundering and outraging with no limits 
but the depthe of their brutality. 

Nor is “White Wolf” the only rebel 
threatening the solidarity of China's gov- 
ernment. Bandit bands are numberiess, and 
the Young China party, as well, is known 
to be encouraging sedition, presumably in 
the belief that Yuan Shi Kai is scarcely 
better as a President than the Manchus 
were as tyrants. 

It is difficult to speak epecifically of the 
pseudo armies that are fighting and have 
been fighting for some time in the Balkans. 
The socalled peace that was established 
through the interference of the European 
powers never existed except in name. One 
of the principal causes of the. Balkan War 
was the inability of the Turkish 
ment to suppress the disorders among the 
Albanian tribesmen, and from the beginning 
it was obvious that Montenegro, Servia and 
Greece intended to wrest Albania from Tur- 
key and divide it among themselves. For 
that reason it seemed desirable to, the 
European powers to remove the cause of 
conflict by setting up Albania as an inde- 
pendent State. Prince William of Wied, 8 
relative of Carmen Sylva, the Queen of 
Roumania, was chosen as the King of Al- 
bania and ascended the threne last Janu- 
ary. Within a few weeke after his arrival 
bands of peasants openly revolted, and the 
dispatches now state that King William is 
entirely surrounded and fighting for his 
life.

OT ANTI-TRUST; ANTI-BUSINESS. 
United States Senators who are 

committed to a “whole-hog” policy in 
respect to the President's anti-trust pro- 
gramme, are said to conte .aplate attempts 
to make the one anti-trust bill which the 
Interstate Commerce Committee has re- 
ported out carry the provisions of the 
other two if they are not reported. They 
are planning, so report has it, to offer the 
others as amendments to the one before 
the Senate. 

But such a plan is likely to fail if it 
is attempted. Presidential domination of 
Congress has been carried to the point at 
which revolt may be believed to be im- 
minent unless one assumes that man- 
hood has become as rare in the Senate as 
it has been shown to be in the House, 
says the Journal of Albany, N. Y. 

Senator Brandegee of Connecticut, 4 
conservative member of the Interstate 
Commerce Committee, issued a statement 
when the committee voted to report out the 
trade commission bill, in which he strong- 
ly condemned the whole anti-business 
policy of the administration, which he 
showed to be wrongly called “anti-trust.” 

After declaring that, in view of prevail 
ing depression and apprehension, this 
plan for further inspection and regulation 
of business was a mistake, he said, among 
other things: 

“The Federal government already 
controls interstate carriers through the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. It 
controls banking and currency through. 
the Federal Reserve Board. It is now 
proposed that the government at Wash- 
ington reach out and control all pri- 
vate business concerns and persons en- 
gaged in commerce among the States, 
— the Federal Trade Commis- 

n. 

“This bill is not an anti-trust meas- 
ure. Let no one lay that balm to his 
shattered nerves. It is a bill to {n- 
vestigate and afford access to private 
business, documents and affairs of 
every corporation and individual en- 
gaged in commerce among the States, 
and publication of whatever the com- 
mission sees fit.” 

Then he thus points out that Congress is 
hardly in a state of mind qualifying it to 
consider the socalled anti-trust pro 
gramme sanely: 

“T do not think a worn and exasper- 
ated Congress, which has been fn con- 
tinuous session for more than a year, 
should be forced to enter upon the dis- 
cussion of all these intricate and con- 
troverted questions in midsummer, on 
the eve of a national political cam- 
paign. I do not think the agitation and 
debate will tend to restore confidence 


He concluded with the statement: 

“I think the best service Congress 
can render the country is to pass the 
appropriation bills and adjourn, ‘and 
let the country have a rest, and if pos- 
sible recover its own wits.” ' 
Beyond all reasonable doubt this is the 

sentiment of the majority of the people of 
this country. 

Surely there cannot be the whetting of 
wits of American business men which 
President Wilson declared to be desirable, 
#0 long as constant hostile agitation con- 
duces to distraction. 

Incidentally, it is gratifying to note that 
the Clayton bill, with its scandalous union 
labor exemption provisions, has been re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee of the 
Senate instead of being sent to the Wilson- 
ized Interstate Commerce Committee. If 


‘the Judiciary Committee is worthy of its 


name, it will, even if it should report th: 
bill, first eliminate from it the LW.W.- 
union-labor-Socialistic-special-privilege pro- 
visions which the House, under the tyran- 
nical, fearof-votes, domination of the 
Gompers union labor lobby, added to it. 
Did not the 207 buncoed en who 
voted that outrage into the Clayton bill 
know thatthe union labor vote is less 
than 5 per cent. of the union labor en- 
roliment of men, women, girls, boys and 
aliens? The Times has quoted figures and 
facts proving that statement more than 
once, without refutation.

herself unchaperoned is, out West, at any 
rate, becoming every day a rarer specti- 
men. With their broader outlook and 


added self-reliance Californian girls can 


generally be trusted to distinguish between 
the desirables and the undesirables among 
possible masculine admirers. 

The passing of the chaperon as a she 
dragon of the proprieties is an unmistakable 
sign of mental and moral advance in the 
community. Parents are finding better 
methods of keeping track of their girls—and 
girls are winning increased self-reliance as 
a@ result of broader ideals.

While Mrs. Robert Fenton Fowler 
has been favorably known as @ s0- 
prano, teacher and church singer, it 
was the first time, last evening, that 
she was heard in concert. 

A large audience was present at the 
Symphony Hall, Blanchard building, 
to hear the popular singer, and show- 
er her initial recital with flowers. 

Mrs. Fowler is a daughter of the 
South, originally from Texas, who 
completed her musical education in 
New York and was one of the Savage 
Opera Company's prima donnaa. 

Since then, she esettied in Southern 
California, has occupied an enviable 
porition as a teacher, and as a singer 
—lLaving charge of the vocal work, I 
believe—of Ca]lyary Baptist Church of 
thie city. 

The more notable features of Mrs, 
Fowler’s voice are the clarity of tone, 
fine enunciation and the reaching 
quality of tone. Her lower register 
is attractive and well handled, and 
her upper notes are good, sometimes 
affected by her mercurial tempera- 
ment and intense vitality. 

In her varied programme, which 
embraced Italian, French, German and 
English selections, she allowed herself 
but two short intermissions and pro- 
ceeded in a very business-like man- 
ner te sing twelve songs, rapidly, if 
not in record time. 

She believes, with considerable just- 
ness, that audiences listening to one 
singer become impatient, and she is, 
herself, impressed with the desire to 
sing her programme through, when 
once begun. This notion is quite 
right, in principle, as long waits are 
undesirable between parts of a sin- 
gle artist's programme; Mrs. Fowler 
may, however, be a little radical in 
the application of her views.

Ever since Moses floated around the 
Nile marshes in a basket, before he 
was old enough to paddle his own 
canoe, a baby let loose on an unex-

A perfectly respectable baby posing 
as a foundling and “dressed up by 
some man in the way that a woman 
would hitch a horse,” is the embar- 
rassing event which helps “The Road 
to Happiness” litter the stage of the 
Majestic this week with hay and glad- 
ness. 

The amount of humor and old-fash- 
foned furniture in the first act is suf- 
ficient to convince one that nothing 
could be permanently bad about such 
an establishment as the house of Ben- 
jamin Hardcastle except its owner. 
There is the same old blue d on 
top of the same old rosew side- 
board, with the same old mahogany 
table with its glass knobs. On the 
walls we see the same old brown quail 
and mounted duck and fish, while over 
the door are the same old antlers on 
the same old deer head that stares at 
one with the same sad eyes. That is 
enough of the oid stuff, yet, of course, 
grandfather's clock is in the corner 
and all the chairs have split willow 


bottoms. 

An old-fashioned girl is drying 
dishes when the curtain goes up. She 
is singing “Beulah Land” out of tune. 
In comes her aunt, accompanied by 
her tongue, which she lets loose on 
a dismayed audience and on William 
Ackerman, the stable man she event- 
ually marries. 

There is a worse tongue on the 
place than this old female tartar’s. It 
je in the head of Benjamin Hard- 
castie, who is the sort of old beast 
who wears one woman out with his 
noise and “pizen” disposition, and who 
then marries the richest and prettiest 
woman in town to bring up his chil- 
dren. 

Mrs. Hardcastie has been married 
before and has a Gaugh:. by her first 
husband. She sends the ‘rl off to 
boarding school and it is tic night 
she comes home that a baby ~<a! 
wardly turns up on the door step. 

The villain is not the father of the 
baby, but he knows who is. The vil- 
lain is James Porter, who wears red 
socks, a red necktie, too many dia- 
monds, and takes to horses and cig- 
arettes. He would take to Hardcas- 
tle’s daughter, Eva, but she won't 
look at him, although Hardcastle 
wants the match made on account of 
Porter’s money. 

Hardcastie has two boys. One of 
them has run away from home and 
the other runs his father’s grocery 
store and is in love with his father's 
stepdaughter, Viola. She loves him 
back, but in trying to make the great 
galoot understapd it she makes him 
think it is somebody else and this 
also mixes things up for a year, dur- 
ing which everybody concerned is 
miserable, 

Eva loves the hero, Jim Whitman, 
who mends broken window panes and 
sells horse medicine by day, studies 
law at ni<ht, and cherishes an invalid 
mother the rest of the time. 

When the baby turns up and old 
Hardcastle starts a row, Whitman 
takes the baby and Viola to his own 
home, and there is where the second 
act finds the setting. A red rose trails 
over the eaves of the white cottage, 
which is a story and a half high. The 
yard is littered with all of Jim's con- 
traptions for making window frames 
and horse medicine. A fine colile 
loafs around the family with dignity. 
Jim pokes fun at Viola until she 
laughs through her tears. 

Here is where it is necessary to re 
veal the identity of the actors. Ger- 
trude Hitz is a Viola of too much 
rainbow brightness and charm, and it 
is too obvious that William ‘Holtige 
would be Jim Whitman not to confess 
both of these delightful personalities 
at once. Miss Hitz is the sort of girl 
who leaves a memory for days like a 
room full of flowers, and Hodge is not 
like Warfield exactly nor like Ezra 
Kendall, only for the reason that he 
is entirely like his own inimitable self. 

Red hair, freckles and a smile that 
plays all the way between dawn and 
twilight make Hodge's face good to 
see, while his peculiar, rapid voice 
whanges away like a banjo working 
overtime.

SACRAMENTO, June 15,.—Articles 
of incorporation for the Southwestern 
Pacific, which capitalists will build 
from Denver to San Diego were filed 
this afternoon with Secretary of State 
Jordan. The capitalization of the 
company is put at $2,200,000. . 

Col. w. C. Collier of San Diego, for- 
merly president of the San Diego 1916 
Exposition, and now president of the 
new railroad, filed the articles. Col- 
lier —_ the new railroad would cost 
approximately $106,000,000 for its 
2200 miles of track.

BYRNES’S DEFENSE. 
ON GRAND LARCENY CHARGE. 


The defense opened yesterday in 
the case of J. W. Byrnes. on trial 
before a jury in Judge Finlayson's 
court, charged with grand larceny. 
The prosecution closed with strong 
evidence, Deputy District Attorney 
Keyes believes, connecting Byrnes not 
only with the fake Venice poolroom 
operated in February, 1913, but also 
with the poolroom at Hermosa Beach 
conducted the February previously. 

This was done through the testi. 
mony of J. A. Torline, a Sperryville 
(Kan.) farmer, who testified he was 
buncoed out of $5000. and A. M.

P. Friesz, the comp ing witness 
in the present trial, played the races 
at Venice, and was buncoed out of

The defense, starting with the 
mosa Beach races, put C. H. Burk, 
son of a grading contractor, J. F. 
Burk, on the stand. He testified he 
had worked on Byrnes’s ranch, in the 
Ban Fernando Valley, and identified 
a receipt for money paid him by 
Byrnes dated February 24, 1912. He 
said that he had seen Byrnes on 
the ranch on the day previous. 

lL. P. Ruiz, a cement worker, and 
Luis Garcia, who had also worked 
for Byrnes, testified that Byrnes was. 
on his ranch February 24,1912. Burk 
relied upon the receipt as fixing the 
time, and the other witnesses ap- 
parently under  cross-examination 
were not particularly positive as to 
other days. George Boren said he 
had seen Byrnes in San Bernardino in 
February, 1913, which wag about 
the period Friesz is alleged to have 
been buncoed. 

Attorney G. Ray Horton was a wit- 
ness for the defense and testified that 
Friesz, during the grand jury investi- 
gation, pointed out Al Ziegler as 
Byrnes. Detectives King and Ingram 
were also witnesses for the defense, 
saying that Friesz told them he could 
not identify Byrnes as the man be- 
hind the telephone ts in 
the poolroom.
